Drawings

8. Claims 13-15 and 17-21 are allowed. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the art of record does not teach a method of making a dual gate transistor, 
wherein vias are formed in a conformal oxide adjacent a silicon region and a portion of a 
nitride mask is removed to expose the silicon.
